4 Town Restaurants Seeking 
1 Available Beer-Wine License 


Four town restaurants have all applied for an 
annual beer and wine license at their respective 
establishments. There is only one license 
available, and according to Agawam Liquor Licen- 
sing Chairman Richard A. Dilullo, all four eateries 
are deserving of the license, which makes the 
three-member panel’s task all the more difficult. 

Dilullo, a 12-year veteran of the Liquor Commis- 
sion, and members John J. Chriscola, Jr., and 
Robert Vanderhoof, will hold a public hearing on 
the single beer and wine license on Tuesday, 
March 9th, in the Faolin Peirce Room of the 
Agawam Police Headquarters. 

The criteria for issuing the license only allows 
the recipient to serve either beer or wine with 
meals only. ‘ - 
All Well-Known Eateries 

The four restaurants seeking the license are 
well-known and popular eating spots in the com- 

munity. They include Amanda's Restaurant, 740 

Springfield Street, Feeding Hills; Parthenon 

Restaurant, 1673 Suffield Street, Agawam; Part- 

ners Restaurant, located at 485 Springfield 

Street, Feeding Hills; and Olde Sykes Mill 

Restaurant, 1422 Main Street, Agawam. 

“What we have here is a situation where four 
established and respected businesses in our 

. town have applied for this license. | think they are 
all qualified and deserving of the license. Unfor- 
tunately, the state will only allow us to give out 

One and that means three people will not be hap- 

py with our decision,” Dilullo told us Tuesday 

night. 


This is the first beer and wine license to be 
available in Agawam since 1988. Dilullo told us 
that last year the commission asked the state 
Alcoholic Beverages Commission (ABC) for 
another beer and wine license based on the in- 
creased population of Agawam. 

The state ABC allows cities and towns to grant 
bast and wine licenses based on a population for- 
mula. 

The commission was notified late last summer 
by the ABC that the town did indeed qualify for 
another license. Commissioners decided to make 
it available to local restaurants in early 1993. This 
will be the sixth annual beer and wine license in 
Agawam. Current holders include Riverside 
Amusement Park, Jeff Allen’s Restaurant, 
Christo’s Restaurant, EB’s Specialty Chicken, and 
Valenti’s. 

Dilullo cringed when reminded about what hap- 
pened five years ago when the state notified the 
town that due to the increased population here, 
the town’s quota of beer and wine licenses would 
double (from three to six). : 

After holding public hearings, the Liquor Com- 
mission issued licenses to EB’s Specialty 
Chicken, Valenti’s, and Parthenon. However, 
when the ABC received the three applications for 
the three licenses, the town was told that a 


. mistake was made and only two licenses were 


available.

Kathleen McSweeney, Agawam Director of 
Health, Athletics and Physical Education, con- 
ducted two evening sessions for parents to 
preview materials to be presented to students dur- 
ing an AIDS Education Program (March 1st 
through 12th) this year.

Frustrated By Mistake 

“We had to revote because we only had two 
licenses instead of three available to us. | was 
very frustrated. What we had to do was tell so- 
meone that the license they thought they had was 
no longer available to them because the state 
made a mistake,” said Dilullo. 

Receiving the two licenses were EB’s Specialty 
Chicken and Valenti’s. 

Dilullo said commissioners decided at their last 
meeting to conduct the public hearing on this 
license in March and then issue it in April. 
“Unless something changes, we do not intend on 
voting on who will receive this license at the 
March 9th meeting,” said Dilullo. 

At the public hearing, the owner of each pro- 
priety will make their sales pitch to commis- 
sioners. F 

Amanda’s, owned by David Tourville, has a 
facility consisting of two rooms with 24 booths 
and a seating capacity of 95 people. Parthenon, 
owned by Leonidas Pananas, has one room with 
15 tables and a seating capacity of 50 people. 

Partner’s, owned by Mark Tansey, has a counter 
and coffee shop seating area for 55 people and a 
main dining room with seating capacity for 60 
people. Olde Sykes, owned by Catherine Edelman, 
has two rooms, one room with counter stools, 
booths, and tables, and a main dining room (total 
seating capacity for 80 people). 


According to Dilullo, the issuance of beer and, 


wine licenses to establishments in town is, in his 
estimation, a bonus for the community. “Having a 
beer and wine license is a plus for a restaurant as 
it should increase their business which is good 
for the community. These types of businesses are 
easy to monitor because they are only selling beer 
and wine with meals. 

“In the 12 years | have been on the commission, 
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we have never had a single problem with a beer 
and wine license being used by a restaurant. The 
existing holders of the beer and wine licenses are 
all respected members of our business communi- 
ty who contribute to town charities and serve the 
public well,” added Dilullo. 


Sent Letter To Rep. Walsh 

The commission, according to him, has recent- 
ly forwarded a letter to State Representative 
Michael P. Walsh asking for Walsh to possibly 
seek a solution on the state level so that more 
beer and wine licenses are available to the com- 
munity. 

“We are not sure of how this would work at this 
time, but it is something that needs to be looked 
into. As | mentioned before, there will be three 
worthy restaurants who will not receive a beer and 
wine license from us and that is not fair. But we 
are bound by the quota law right now. 


“We are not talking about establishing more 
barrooms or taverns in town but taking care of 
small restaurants who are well-established and 
respacieg members of the community,” said 

ilullo. 

Each holder of a beer and wine license in 
Agawam pays an annual’fee of $600 to the town. 
Dilullo said that once the commission issues the 
new license, it normally is between 30-60 days 
before the ABC, located in Boston, acts on the ap- 
plication.

In other business facing the Liquor Commis- 
sion on March 9th, Los Dorados, Inc., is planning 
to reopen the former Ernie’s Steak and Seafood 
Restaurant at 395 River Road, Agawam, as a fami- 
ly Mexican restaurant. 

Los Dorados, Inc, has applied for transfer of the 
full liquor license currently being held by Green 
Gables, Inc. Ernie’s Steak and Seafood 
Restaurant closed several years ago.

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Expanding Curriculum Will Motivate Students 


In the future, Agawam schools must expand 
curriculum to increase productivity and to make 
education more fun. Based on this, students will 
set higher goals and, in turn, be motivated to 
iearn. 

The goals of this program will better prepare 
students for a competitive marketplace and to use 
their heads and skills. We must increase a stu- 
dent’s productivity not only for school, but for life. 
We must provide an ideal environment for 
teachers to motivate students to study and to 
learn. 

With the use of technology, educational tools 
are becoming better and better. Computers and 
software hold the key to unlock a student’s poten- 
tial and to open up a new experience: learning. 
Advances in the field of virtual reality and 
multimedia technology can bring the world to a 
classroom. Better educational methods must also 
be employed to hold a student’s interest and to 
motivate him to do better.

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Neal Supports Lending 
To Small Businesses 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
expressed his support recently for a Clinton ad- 
ministration proposal that will seek to ease the 
credit crunch by encouraging healthy banks to 
restore lending to small businesses. 

The credit plan, partially unveiled recently by 
both President Clinton and Federal Reserve Chair- 
man Alan Greenspan, would require no new 
legislation, but would change existing banking 
regulations that are seen as detrimental to small 
businesses. < 

“During the past few years, many of my consti- 

tuents have told me that they are having trouble 
obtaining credit for their small businesses,” said 
Congressman Neal, a former member of the 
House Banking Committee. 
_ “l have been very outspoken about the ex- 
istence of the credit crunch and what it has done 
to small businesses in New England. Indeed, | 
have written to President Clinton expressing my 
concerns on this very issue. | am hopeful that the 
President’s plan will translate into an increase in 
lending to America’s small businesses.” 

While the lending initiative has yet to be made 
public, details of its content have begun to 
emerge. In testimony before the House Banking 
Committee, Greenspan spoke of his support for 
the restoration of so-called “character loans,” 
lending based on a borrower’s reputation and 
character rather than collateral. 

He also expressed the need to reduce un- 
necessary and costly paperwork which he 
believes are further inhibiting small business 
loans. According to Greenspan, both steps would 
help ‘“‘break the back of the credit crunch.” 

“During the 1980's, small businesses were 
responsible for creating over 12 million new jobs 
across this country. They contribute significantly 
to the growth of the American economy. 

“I believe that they should have access. to 


credit, and! am confident that President Clinton’s , 


plan will accomplish that important goal,” said 
Neal.

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Melconian Files Bill 
Aimed At Saving 
Big Medicaid Bucks 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced that the bill she has filed, Senate 477, 
would enable Medicaid to save millions of dollars 
by ceasing the systematic destruction of 
thousands of perfectly good tablets and capsules 
at long-term care facilities throughout the Com- 
monwealth. Currently, Medicaid covers 75 percent 
of all residnets at long-term care facilities. 

Melconian explained, ‘| am waging this cam- 
paign to call attention to the fact that Medicaid 
could save millions of dollars in Massachusetts 
alone if the State would allow nursing homes to 
distribute pills in unit doses instead of in the cur- 
rent ‘bulk blister packs.’ Waste always makes me 
angry and that’s what this is—sheer waste.” 

The practice of long-term care facilities to use 
these “blister packs’’ requires medication to be 
sealed in plastic bubble packs by the pharmacist. 
The process does not allow for the return of any 
unused medication. 

In long-term care facilities, medication is sup- 
plied for 30 days; thus, if a patient either passes 
away or has been advised by his or her physician 
to stop taking the medication, the unused doses 
are mandated by the State’s Department of Public 
Health to be destroyed.

The proposed distributive change, the unit-dose 
method, is the method used by hospitals where 
pills come in individually sealed packages. This 
way, if a particular medication is discontinued, 
the remaining unit dose medication may be safely 
returned to a pharmacist or manufacturer and can 
be used again. 

It is this recycling that Senator Melconian 
believes could save millions of dollars for the 
state Medicaid system. 

Melconian stated, ‘Right now, pharmaceutical 
companies are being reimbursed for medication 
that is being wasted while the taxpayers are pick- 
ing up the tab. Currently, there are so many needy 
elderly who cannot afford to pay for any medicine, 
while that same medicine is being destroyed in 
nursing homes in staggering numbers.” 

The provision, if adopted, would direct the 
State’s Department of Public Welfare to study the 
cost-effectiveness and safety of a unit medication 
system for long-term care facilities in 
Massachusetts. In carrying out the study, the 
Department would consider requiring drug 
manufacturers, distributors, or wholesalers to 
reclaim and recycle pharmaceuticals that would 
otherwise be disposed of in a nursing home to 
revise dispensing requirements. 

It would also examine the feasability of permit- 
ting pharmacists to more frequently dispense the 
dosage issued to a nursing home resident and to 
further consider ways to eliminate the waste and 
disposal of those drugs. 

Senate 477 is-scheduled for a hearing before 
the Joint Committee on Health Care sometime 
within the next few weeks. If this bill does not 
become law by June, Melconian will get action on 
this proposal by developing language for an ‘‘add- 
on” to the Senate Ways and Means budget recom- 
mendation. 

Specifically, the recommendation would deter- 
mine whether the change in medication systems 
administration is warranted or not.

Police Officer Are Many

Today's police officer can expect to face a 
myriad of problems during his career in law en- 
forcement. They will have to be many things to 
many people, and most importantly they will have 
to exhibit an ability to change direction and at- 
titude in a split second.

Rachel’s Table will pick up and deliver any 
perishable or non-perishable food Sunday 
through Friday. It began as a project of the 
Women’s Divisions of the Jewish Federation of 
Greater Springfield in November of 1992. 

In December, Rachel’s Table received grants 
from the Popkin Foundation and the Harold Grins- 
poon and Diane Troderman Tzedaka Fund of the 
Jewish Endowment Foundation of the Jewish 
Federation of Greater Springfield. The grant 
money has been used to install a phone line, to 
hire a part-time coordinator for the project, and to 
involve area youth in the project. 

Rachel’s Table picks up food from area 
restaurants, banquet halls, caterers, bakeries and 
individuals and delivers the food to shelters and 
soup kitchens. Since the first delivery on 
December 16, 1992, there have been over 100 
pickups. Food has been distributed to 22 shelters 
on numerous occasions. 

Within the past two months, Rachel’s Table has 
picked up and delivered enough food for 6,000 in- 
dividual servings. 

However, Rachel’s Table understands the 
necessity of maintaining a high profile in the 
meee to ensure a continuous supply of donated 
ood. 

“AS a co-sponsor, Channel 22 will make it a 
priority to increase the visibility and therefore the 
success of Rachel’s Table as it continues to 
distribute excess food to area shelters and food 
pantries,” explained Linda Skole, chairwoman of 
Rachel’s Table.

Can The Bible 
Be Trusted? 


Suppose you were interviewing someone to 
build an addition to your home for a laundry room 
and rec room. You ask him about wiring the laun- 
dry room and he replies, “Oh, we’ll put in a 110, 
220, 230, whatever.” Would you hire him? Not like- 
ly. 
It is difficult to trust someone when their facts 
or figures are inaccurate. In my current series of 
articles, | have been sharing why | believe the Bi- 
ble is God’s Word to mankind. | have noted the Bi- 
ble’s claim to be God’s Word and impressive 
evidence that supports that remarkable claim. 

However, it will be very difficult to trust the Bi- 
ble as God’s Word if it is full of factual inac- 
curacies and mistakes. So, we must address the 
question that many people ask: “Is the Bible 
historically accurate?” This question will best be 
answered by the field of archaeological study. 

The Bible is a very old work that contains a 
great deal of historical information. The Biblical 
writers, in many cases, are quite detailed in their 
description of cities, people, and events. That is 
good, but if their work was fabricated or falsified, 
it would be even easier to determine from current 
archaeological findings. 

In the 18th and 19th centuries, many historical 
scholars were skeptical of the Bible’s accuracy 
and questioned it confidently: ‘“‘We are sure that 
this event didn’t occur or this place is mythical.” 
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The lines were drawn and it was left to the study 
of archaeology to determine who was correct. 
akkeeeeeene 

Critics were sure that the first books of the Bi- 
ble weren’t written by Moses because writing 
wasn’t developed then. That is, until the detailed 
Code of Hammurabi was discovered ... which was 
earlier than Moses by 300 years! 

The ‘‘Hittites’’ did not realy exist because the 
Bible is the only ancient writing that mentions 
them. NOT! Archaeological finds discovered 
references to over 1,200 years of Hittite civiliza- 
tion. 

Again, Luke was obviously mistaken when he 
stated that there was a census around the time of 
Christ’s birth and that Quirinius was governor of 
Syria. Archaeology has uncovered finds that 
place Quirinius as governor of Syria and the prac- 
tice of census taking by the Romans at 14-year in- 
tervals, beginning about 22 B.C. 

Luke, who wrote the New Testament books of 
Luke and Acts, was very specific with historical 
details and his references have been supported 
time and time again by archaeological finds. His 
work is so accurate that the great archaeologist, 
Sir Walter Ramsay, says, ‘‘Luke is a historian of 
the first rank; not merely. are his statements of 
fact trustworthy ... this author should be placed 
with the very greatest of historians.”

Regarding the Bible, Yale archaeologist Millar 
Burrows makes this statement: ‘“‘On the whole, 
however, archaeological work has unques- 
tionably strengthened confidence in the reliability 
of the scriptural record. More than one ar- 
chaeologist has found his respect for the Bible in- 
creased by the experience of excavation in 
Palestine.” 


If God indeed wrote a book to man, we would 
expect it to be accurate, to stand the test of ar- 
chaeological scrutiny. In the Bible, you find just 
that ... and one more reason to believe that the Bi- 
ble is truly God’s Word!

Unique Receptacles 
*“Generate Interest’’ 
For Agawam Woman

The idea popped into Barbara Coughlin’s head 
while she was sitting at a red light on Main Street, 
Agawam. Looking over to her side was a wedding 
Party coming out of a church—and something 
clicked. 

“A friend asked me to fix up a bird cage so they 
could use that to put the cards in at a wedding. In- 
stead, | tried to think of a new idea for something 
to hold the cards people get with money in them 
at weddings,” said Coughlin. 

She now makes unique money card receptacles 
for weddings, showers, birthdays, anniversaries, 
and any other special occasion to rent out. 

To Goughlin’s knowledge, she is the only one in 
the area to make the receptacles which have 
“generated a lot of interest” for not only wed- 
dings, but even for golf parties. 

“With the money in the secure receptacles, it 
makes someone think twice about stealing the 
cards rather than if they were in an open basket,” 
said Coughlin. The receptacles can hold around

Are you concerned about the amount of federal 
income tax that you pay?

Federal tax credit investments may be an op- 
portuntty for you to reduce your payment to Uncle 

am. 

Federal tax credit provisions were enacted by 
Congress as an incentive to qualified individual 
and corporate taxpayers to invest in the develop- 
ment, rehabilitation, and maintenance of affor- 
dable, multi-family rental properties. 

Federal tax credits are more valuable than tax 
deductions. Unlike tax deductions which merely 
reduce your taxable income, tax credits are a 
direct dollar-for-dollar reduction of federal taxes 
owed. 

For example, an investor receiving a federal tax 
credit of $1,400 realizes tax savings that year for 
the full amount of the tax credit—$1,400—regard. 
less of the investor’s tax bracket. 

Congress has imposed several limitations on 
the use of federal tax credits. There is a limit to 


the amount of federal tax credits an individua! (or : 


married couple) can use in a single year to reduce 
taxes due to ordinary income, which includes 
wages, interest, and dividends. 

Tax-paying individuals in the 28 percent tax 
bracket can utilize up to $7,000 in tax credits 
($7,750 for those in the 31 percent tax bracket) 
against their ordinary income. 

Investors may use an unlimited amount of 
federal tax credits to offset their tax liability on 
passive income. If you cannot use your federal tax 
credits in a certain year, they may be carried back 
three years or forward 15 years. Federal tax 
credits may not be utilized against the Alternative 
Minimum Tax (AMT). 

The tax rules relating to eligibility to use federal 
tax credits and the effect of the possible. recap- 
ture of tax credits are complex. Before making an 
investment, it may be beneficial to seek the 
assistance of a professional financial planner or 
tax advisor.

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Weekly Tax Tips From IRS 





Student May Need 
Copies of Returns 


With college tuition skyrocketing, many 
students apply for financial assistance through 
their college or university. To determine eligibilty 
for aid, schools need to review a student’s, and 
sometimes their parents’, tax situation. 

They require information from students’ and/or 
parents’ tax returns or even complete copies of 
the returns. If your copy of any federal tax return 
you have filed is misplaced, the Internal Revenue 
Service can help you. 

If you need a copy of a return, it will take at 
least 45 days. There is a charge of $4.25 per 
return, which may be requested on Form 4506, 
“Request for Copy of Tax Form.” Send the com- 
pleted Form 4506 with payment to the Internal 
Revenue Service Center where you filed your 
original return. 

Some schools may instead accept tax account 
information, such as marital status, number of ex- 
emptions claimed, adjusted gross income, tax- 
able income and income tax shown on your 
return. If the school will accept it, you can call, 
write or visit your local IRS office listed in your 
local phone directory to get tax account informa- 
tion. 

You should allow at least six weeks processing 
time after a return is filed before requesting a 
copy or other information. To get information, call 
1-800-829-1040. To order a Form 4506, call 
1-800-829-3676.

Single Parents Get Tax Breaks 


Everyone can use a break now and then. At tax 
time, single parents may get a tax break. If certain 
qualifications are met on their federal income tax 
returns, they are eligible to use a special filing 
status and claim certain income tax credits. 

Many single parents qualify to file their tax 
returns as “head of household.” This status gives 
a larger standard deduction which reduces the 
amount of income being taxed. Also, depending 
on the amount of taxable income, income may be 
taxed at a lower rate than that of single and 
married-filing-separately filers. 

To file as head of household, the parent must 
be unmarried, or considered unmarried, on the 
last day of the year. The parent must pay more 
than half the cost of keeping up his or her home. 
His or her spouse must not have lived in the home 
during the last six months of the tax year. Also, 

enerally his or her child must live in that home 
for more than six months of the year. The child 
does not have to be the parent’s dependent 
unless the child is married or a foster child. 

Other breaks available to single parents come 
in the form of tax credits. These credits are ap- 
plied directly against any tax owed. They earned 
income credit (EIC), which may even be refunded 
if no other taxes are owed, is available to low- 
income parents who have at least one qualifying 
child living with them. 

It is based on earned income, such as wages, 
tips and certain nontaxable amounts. A second 
credit, the “dependent care credit,” can reduce 
the amount of tax owed but cannot be refunded if 
it is more than the tax. Generally, this credit is 
available to parents who pay another to care for 
their children so the parents can work. 


Seniors Get Special Tax Package 

The IRS has made tax time a little easier for 
many seniors. A tax package was designed just 
for them. 

This package, for Form 1040A filers, includes 
Form 1040A; Schedule 1, for reporting over $400 of 
interest or dividends; and Schedule 3, developed 
especially for computing the credit for the elderly 
or the disabled. 

Lines for IRA distributions, pensions and an- 
nuities, social security benefits, estimated tax 
payments, and estimated tax penalties are includ- 
ed on Form 1040A. 

Seniors can look for their 1040A packages to ar- 
rive in the mail at tax time, or may call the IRS at 
1-800-829-3676 to order any of the above forms. 





Tax Guide For Seniors 

Here’s something just for seniors—IRS 
Publication 554, Tax Information for Older 
Americans. \t provides basic tax information of 
special interest to older Americans. 

The publication has important changes and 
reminders for 1992, what free tax assistance is 
available for seniors, and special tax deductions 
and credits to which they are entitled. Topics 
range from filing requirements to taxable and non- 
taxable income. 

It also contains some blank sample tax forms in 
larger print for easier reading. The enlarged forms 
can be used to practice preparing an actual 
return. 

Publication 554 is free and can be ordered by 
calling the IRS at 1-800-829-3676. 


IRS Has Something To See 

Large-print federal income tax forms and in- 
structions are available from the Internal Revenue 
Service. Publication 1614 has large-print copies of 
the 1992 Form 1040, its schedules and instruc- 
tions. Publication 1615 has large-print copies of 
the 1992 Form 1040A, Schedules 1, 3, and EIC, and 
their instructions. 

You can use the large-print copies of the forms 
and schedules as worksheets to figure your tax. 
Publications 1614 and 1615 can be ordered by 
calling the IRS at 1-800-829-3676, or use the order 
blank in your new tax package. p

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Bit Of Irish Magic Coming To Agawam 
With Vincent Dowling On March 5th 


A little bit of Irish magic is coming to Agawam, 
and anyone and everyone who enjoys theater and 
a fine performance would do well to arrive early at 
the Agawam Public Library on Friday, March 5, 
when Vincent Dowling, founding director of the 
Miniature Theater of Chester, speaks on his 
favorite subject: theater (starting at 7:30 p.m. in 
the library’s Community Room). 

Dowling, who spent 10 years as the head of 
lreland’s famed Abbey Theater, came to the 
Berkshire town of North Chester more than a 
decade ago to visit—and fish—with friends. He 
fell in love with the region and three years ago set- 
tled there with the intent of developing a small, 
equity regional theater that would bring affor- 
dable, world-class acting to Western 
Massachusetts. To say that he has become a suc- 
cess in just three short years is a gross 
understatement. 


A brief phone call asking for a few minutes of 
my time to discuss a theatrical proposal was too 
much of a temptation to pass up, and the 
resulting interview with Miniature Theater co- 
founder and actor Ken Tigar, and Huntington 
playwright Mitch Giannunzio, led me to Chester 
Town Hall, a half-built set, and an actor in 
houseslippers spewing directions to set builders, 
blocking moves with a director, and taking time to 
acknowledge the faithful dog now easily 
recognizable as this man’s best friend. The show 
at that time was Mr. Dooley’s America (which has 
since played worldwide), and the theater in the 
making was the now-renowned Miniature Theater. 


In its first’three seasons, it is in the black, with 
an escalating audience base and a regional 
reputation about to go national ... and a highest 
ticket price of only $10. 

Dowling’s enthusiasm is contagious from the 
very first smile. By second smile, it has become 
addictive. 

His commitment to the region is solid; he just 
turned down the opportunity to perform with his 
two co-stars from last season’s The Best Of 
Friends, which opens on Broadway on March 7th. 

“| had to say no. Doing that would have taken 
too much away from the Miniature Theater. | 
would have lost my summer season,” Dowling 
said, candidly admitting that turning down the 
chance to play in a Miniature Theater production 
on Broadway “hurt a little bit.’’ He will, however, 
be in that opening night audience to cheer on his 
former co-stars.

Dowling can be found greeting, mixing, and minglI- 
ing with his audiences before and after perfor- 
mances. The morning after a show, he might be 
found at a breakfast meeting of the Pioneer Valley 
Regional Planning Commission, working to 
develop the Jacob’s Ladder Trail and foster 


economic development ... using his theater asa ; 


catalyst and an anchor point for a developing 
tourist industry that could revitalize the hilltowns. 

He teaches the History of Irish Theater at 
Westfield State College, then scurries off to one 
of dozens of local schools where he presents pro- 
grams on drama and acting to youngsters of all 
ages. 


Working with a hand-picked board of directors, 
he develops grant proposals to fuel his theater 
and keep ticket prices down. As the number of 
bus tours booking his. performances increases, 
tickets for the Miniature Theater will become a 
premium item. 

Conversations with Dowling and company have 
occured amid paint cans, wiring, lumber, and 
saws; in a damp cellar on a rainy summer after- 
noon; ankle deep in garden soil in his garden-in- 
progress behind his North Chester home; and per- 
ched on a stool in his English country kitchen, 
munching on cucumber sandwiches and sipping 
tea. Always, the talk is of theater, of plans, hopes 
and dreams (and, of course, always with a smile). 


His home, unpretentious and highly liveable, 
also houses the Miniature Theater office, in the 
basement across from the washer and dryer. 

Needless to say, overhead is low, and the town 
hall auditorium (which is repainted for virtually 
each show during the summer) returns to its more 
political functions for the balance of the post- 
theater season year. 

Many of the world-acclaimed actors who grace 
his stage are relatives; acting runs in his family, 
biologically and. by. marriage. His father-in-law, 
daughter, and son-in-law all act—two out of three 
on his stage, among many others. He’s working to 
make that three out of three. 

Many of his performers spend their time in 
Chester with area families rather than in fancy ur- 
ban hotels. Some pay their own way into town to 
perform. 

“We don’t have much of a budget for transpor- 
tation costs,” Dowling said. 

His seasons have evolved into a fixed pattern of 
two two-week productions featuring two or three 
performers, and three one-person shows (one of 
which will play for 14 days), creating a total of

—Untamed Heart 

Christian Slater takes an unusual twist in his 
newest film, Untamed Heart, an unexpected sur- 
prise that adds a touch of sentiment and a ton of 
seriousness to what at first glance seems to bea 
late winter fluff piece. 

Slater is seen in the opening segments as an or- 
phaned child who has already won the hearts of 
the Catholic sisters who care for him in an or- 
phanage. One sister tells him a strange, almost 
surrealistic tale of how he came to have a very 
special “baboon” heart—an odd moment that 
comes back to haunt viewers. 

Switch to Slater the young adult, a shaggy- 
haired young man busing tables and cleaning 
floors in an all-night diner, silently hungering fora 
flighty waitress who runs through boyfriends at 
an alarming clip. ‘ 

Her lighthearted banter takes a brutal twist as 
two customers follow her into the night and at- 
tempi to rape her. Slater (who has been following 
her Sores at a distance all these weeks to ensure 
her safety) leaps to the rescue and carries her 
home, ‘thus forging the first link in an ever- 
lengthening love chain. 

As our flighty girl comes down to earth, she 
takes the time to know Slater and finds herself 
failing in love—not lust—for the very first time. 

From moments exploring an old record colec- 
tion to the choosing of a birthday surprise, to the 
youth’s hesitancy in joining a family celebration 
(the likes of which he has never known), to the 
brutal retalitation by the girl’s assailants ... the 
film moves step by step from that lighter premise 
to a darker side, promising love and joy and 
delivering tragedy. 

Untamed Heart is not in the ranks of a Romeo 
and Juliet, but it does have a message and 
delivers that message with a knock-out punch. It 
has a lot to say about human values, about human

his car in the midst of traffic, determined to walk 
home. 

And, that’s when the pieces begin to fall apart. 
His phone calls home are met with rebuke, and we 
learn that he is divorced; that his ex-wife has a 
restraining order to keep him at bay, and that he is 
determined to come home and spend the day with 
his little girl— it’s her birthday. 

He hasn’t got change for the phone; a soda 
costs 85 cents, and the bottom line comes when 
Douglas smashes up the store and terrifies the 
owner before paying 50 cents for his pop and 
walking away with a stolen baseball bat. 

In a contrived series of events, he comes into 
possession of assorted weaponry and becomes 
au urban survivor, destined for the final confronta- 

ion. 


Hot on his trail is a retiring cop with a paranoid 
wife in midlife crisis; a cop astute enough to see 
patterns where no other cops can spot them, and 
he is hot on Douglas’ trail. 

Falling Down hit the screen at a slow but steady 
Pace, and step by step it escalates until the ten- 
sion and the terror at the common man run amok 
has you clutching at the armrests of your seat. 


As a woman, | found the film especially 
frightening, in light of the kinds of terror and 
violence perpetuated- against women at an 
escalating rate in recent years. This film, while 
somewhat predictable for devotees of the genre, 
became what is perhaps one of the most horrify- 
ing I’ve seen in some time; not because of the 
violence on screen, but because of the terror 
created in the mind. 


Scenes of police visiting a terror-ridden ex-wife 
receiving call after horrifying call, reassuring her 
then leaving her alone again; the sense of doom 
marching ever closer, one step at a time, ex- 
emplified in Douglas’ determined, as-the-crow- 
flies march home; the feeling that the restraining 
order really is meaningless ... it is all captured 
here, though it takes the entire film to unfold the 
whole truth about this seemingly normal man, 
who in the end says simply (and in disbelief), “I’m 
the bad guy?” : 

He is. And this is one good, if scary, picture.

Lethal Leisure 


What could be more lethal than killer spiders 
and the Lethal Weapon trilogy? 
* Arachnophobia 

Director: Frank Marshall. 1990. Rated PG-13. I hour 
and 50 minutes. Starring: Jeff Daniels, Julian Sands, 
Harley Jane Kozak, and John Goodman. 

Frank Marshall, a regular executive producer 
under movie wizard Steven Spielberg, directs this 
thrilling yarn about killer spiders terrorizing a 
small California town. 

Dr. Ross Jennings, played by Jeff Daniels, and 
his family move to the tranquil town of Canaima, 
California, so that he could take over for the retir- 
ing town physician. Jennings’ misfortune in the 
town begins when the senile old doctor suddenly 
changes his mind about retirement. Unbeknownst 
to Jennings, his streak of bad luck is about to get 
worse. 

Jennings is a severe arachnophobe, a person 
who is afraid of spiders. In his barn, a deadly 
South American spider (accidentally brought back 
from ascientific expedition) is creating an army of 
poisonous soldier spiders. Uniquely, the film’s 
humor and horror comes from the Jennings 
character. We laugh at his irrational fear until we 
begin to question whether or not it is all that irra- 
tional as the deadly spiders begin taking over 
Canaima. 

Arachnophobia, described by many critics as 
” Jaws with legs,” is actually very similar to that 
film. First we have, as in Jaws, three main 
characters who unite to combat a threatening 
presence. 

Jennings is the equivalent of the Brody 
character from Jaws in that he fears the spiders as 
Brody feared the ocean. The character of Dr. 
Atherton, the spider expert, is reminiscent of the 
Matt Hooper character (the shark expert) in Jaws. 
The Quint character in Jaws was a shark hunter 
whereas John Goodman’s character, Delbert, isa 
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spider exterminator. 

Finally, it is interesting to note that both films 
deal with a threatening force terrorizing a small 
town. Marshall was most likely inspired by 
Spielberg, the director of Jaws and the producer of 
Arachnophobia. 

Despite this unique compatability with Jaws, 
Arachnophobia certainly stands on its own two ... 
well, more appropriately, eight feet! It delivers the 
laughs and the thrills within the context of a very 
believable and realistic storyline. 

The beauty of Arachnophobia is that it will ap- 
peal to people who hate spiders, love spiders, or 
don’t really care about spiders—despite the fact 
that this film portrays them as having eight legs, 
two fangs, and an attitude! 4 STARS. (Mature au- 
diences.) 


* Lethal Weapon 

Director: Richard Donner. 1987. Rated R. I hour and 
50 minutes. Starring: Mel Gibson and Danny Glover. 

In this, the first of his three Lethal Weapon films, 
director Richard Donner (of Superman The Movie 
fame) introduces us to Roger Murtaugh (played by 
Danny Glover), a homicide cop and family man 
who is used to working alone. We also meet the 
slightly touched character of Martin Riggs (played 
by Mel Gibson). When Donner combines these 
two as the unlikely duo, action, humor, and adven- 
ture explode before our very eyes. 

During a routine murder investigation, Riggs 
and Murtaugh accidentally stumble upon a huge 
heroin ring. In between the intense action scenes, 
Donner presents Riggs and Murtaugh as two peo- 
ple who begin to grow on each other. This growing 
alliance proves to be a vital attribute of each 
character’s development because the two men 
eventually need each other as they get deeply in- 
volved in the drug investigation. 

Donner effectively creates the growing friend- 
ship between Murtaugh and Riggs in harmony 
with the increasingly intense action scenes. This 
technique enables the audience to cheer on the 
duo during each action sequence, as the 
characters are seen to be growing closer while 
evoking emotions of loyalty in the viewers. 

Donner’s unique ability to reach out and pull 
the audience into Lethal Weapon is what makes 
this film work so well. The perfect synchrony in 
which Donner sets up the scenes involving the 
Riggs/Murtaugh relationship with the loaded ac- 
tion sequences is what sets Lethal Weapon on a 
pedestal above other average action films. 3% 
STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Mel Gibson and Danny Glover are back as Mar- 


‘tin Riggs and Roger Murtaugh. This time out, the 


duo have to protect a witness. There is danger 
around every turn as the unlikely pair attempt to 
keep the annoying Leo Getz, played by Joe Pesci, 
from getting into trouble (which seems to have an 
uncanny tendency to find him). 

It seems that Donner wanted to emphasize 
character development over action in this second 
installment. Riggs does not seem to be as ready 
to endanger himself now. Murtaugh seems to 
have grown to love Riggs. The absense of some of 
the action is not missed, however. 

There are plenty of strong relationships 
developing in Lethal Weapon 2, giving it a different 
kind of audience appeal than Lethal Weapon. The 
action scenes that are present in this film certain- 
ly surpass those of the original Lethal Weapon. 

This is the compensation aspect that makes 
Lethal Weapon 2 an exceptional sequel. And with 
Donner at the helm, the magic really is back! 3% 
STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Rated R. 1 hour and 
58 minutes. Starring: Mel Gibson, Danny Glover, and 
Joe Pesci. * 

Richard Donner does it again with Lethal 
Weapon 3! The film contains all the thrills and ex- 
citement we have come to expect. Mel Gibson, 
Danny Glover, and Joe Pesci reprise their roles 
while bringing new nuances to each that con- 
tribute to the film’s high entertainment value. 

As entertaining as this film is, be prepared for a 
lack of the fast-paced action that the first two 
films were famous for. What Donner has done 
with this film is made it into a comedy-adventure. 

Lethal Weapon and Lethal Weapon 2 were 
definitely faithful to the action-adventure genre. 
Lethal Weapon 3 strays somewhat from that 
category. Unfortunately, it strayed beyong the 
point it should have because the intense ending, 
consequently, seemed too abrupt and short-lived. 
This is primarily due to the lack of lengthy action 
scenes throughout the film. 

This flaw does not make this an unworthy se- 
quel, however. Lethal Weapon 3 does provide the 
action; it’s just that it does not seem to last long 
enough. If you enjoyed the first two films, 
however, then you will enjoy this one as well. Just 
be prepared for a different storytelling formula. 3 
STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Clinton Cuisine 


The first item on the agenda this week is a correction 
to the recipe for QUICK CUSTARD RICE PUDDING 
posted in last week’s column where I neglected to add 
two teaspoons of vanilla to the list of ingredients. 

Thad a telephone call from a very nice lady, Mrs. St. 
John, and I extend my apologies to her and to all of you 
for the oversight. ain see 

This week’s topic is inspired by Liza Ashley’s 
book, Thirty Years at the Mansion, a recollection of 
her 30 years as cook for a succession of Arkansas 
governors. 

It’s an interesting look at the people and styles 
of eating in the Arkansas Governor’s Mansion 
over three decades, the publication of which has 
brought Mrs. Ashley to national attention. The 
recipes are a mixed collection, not exclusively 
southern fare, cooked for the varying tastes of 
seven governors and their families. 

Originally published in 1985, the book has at- 
tracted renewed attention since the former gover- 
nor moved up to the White House. The book con- 
tains dozens of pictures, some of which include 
Liza with an impressive cast of celebrities, not the 
least of which is one shot of Liza and Gregory 
Peck. | would have burned the grits to 
smithereens after that particular photo session 
had | been in Liza’s shoes. ' 

The following is a recipe which Liza notes as 
being the then Governor Clinton’s favorite Mex- 
ican dish, the recipe for which also appeared in 
The National Enquirer. \ understand that Mrs. Clin- 
ton isn’t overly fond of the enchiladas (nor, no 
doubt, of The Enquirer). 


CHICKEN ENCHILADAS 
Makes 15 Enchiladas 
Cooking oil 
2—4 oz. cans green chlies 
1 large clove garlic, minced 
1 - 28 oz. can tomatoes 
2 cups chopped onion 
2 teaspoons salt 
Ye teaspoon oregano 
8 cups shredded, cooked chicken 
2 cups dairy sour cream 
2 cups grated cheddar cheese 
15 corn tortillas 

Preheat oil in skillet. Chop chilies after remov- 
ing seeds; saute with minced garlic in oil. 

Drain and break up tomatoes; reserve ¥2 cup li- 
quid. To chilies and garlic, add tomatoes, onion, 1 
teaspoon salt, oregano, and reserved tomato li- 
quid. Simmer uncovered until thick, about 30 
minutes. Remove from skillet and set aside. 

Combine chicken with sour cream, grated 
cheese and other teaspoon salt. Heat Ys cup oil; 
dip tortillas in oil until they become limp. Drain 
well on paper towels. 

Fill tortillas with chicken mixture; roll up and ar- 
range side by side, seam down, in 9x13x2” baking 
dish. Pour chili sauce over enchiladas and bake at 
250°F until heated through, about 20 minutes. 

Liza’s recollection is written simply, touching 
upon highlights of her life with the families she 
served. What an interesting life she must have led 
prior to her retirement in 1990, cooking for the 
likes of Barbara Bush, Nancy Reagan, Winthrop 
Rockefeller, the Faubuses, Rosalynn Carter, and 
the delectable Gregory Peck. 

It is a credit to both Mrs. Ashley and her co- 
writer, Carolyn Huber, that the book is presented 
in anon-biased, completely apolitical way. On the 
other hand, Mrs. Ashley is probably counting on 
the continuation of her pension.

To round out these selections of recipes 
associated with the governorship of Bill Clinton, 
the following is a dessert served at the Governor's 
Mansion which was such a hit that everyone re- 
quested the recipe...

Enter the magical world of- knights and 
dragons, lords and ladies in “The Land of Castles 
and Kings,” a special exhibition which transforms 
a portion of the George Walter Vincent Smith Art 
Museum into a medieval castle. 

“In the Land of Castles and Kings” will be on 
exhibit from March 7th through August 15th. 

As visitors approach the fortress, they will be 
greeted by banners flying over high stone walls, 
Crenelated towers and a massive doorway. Inside 
the castle, guests will be received in milady’s 
chamber, the lord’s private quarters and the 
monk’s study. Visitors can also enter a secret cor- 
ridor leading to a hidden treasury filled with 
trunks of gold, jewels, armor and weapons. 

Outside the castle is Merlin’s Cave where the 
magician’s cloak and hat, spell books and in- 
struments of magic are guarded by a dragon. 
Merlin’s Cave also doubles as areading room with 
information about the life, art and legends of the 
Middle Ages. 

Although displayed in a fanciful setting, the 
castle’s furnishings are authentic, medieval Euro- 
pean objects from the Art Museums’ permanent 
collections, including costumes, jewelry, 
tapestries, paintings, writing implements and il- 
luminated manuscripts, heavy wooden furniture, 
bizarre weapons and full suits of armor. 


The period of knights and knighthood is called i 
“the age of chivalry,” a term derived from the § 


French word “chevalier,” or horseman. Chivalry 
also refers to the special training required for 


knighthood and the code of behavior knights were Pe 


expected to follow. 
However, a knight was considered a member of 
the nobility, and this code of honor applied only to 


members of his own class; he could behave as he 


pleased to people with lower social status. 

Knights used three different types of armor by 
the early 1500’s — battle armor, tournament ar- 
mor, and parade or ceremonial armor. “In the 
Land of Castles and Kings” will feature two 
varities of battle armor: plate armor, which pro- 
tected a knight against crushing and piercing 
weapons such as the flails and spears used in 
tournaments, and combat armor, which had a 
smooth, curved: surface to deflect weapons. 
Chain mail, a dense, mesh-like garment made of 
linked rings of wire, gave additional protection, 
and a full suit of tournament armor could weigh 
more than 80 pounds.

Special Ed. Group 
To Hear Overview Of 
Townwide Programs

The Parents Advisory Council (PAC) is working 
toward becoming a clearinghouse of public 
awareness and information on special education. 

Co-chairwoman’ Mary Barry invited Agawam 
parents to join PAC members for a meeting at the 
Agawam Junior High School cafeteria on 
Wednesday, March 17th, at 7:00 p.m. to hear, Dr. 
John Brosnan (director of special education) pre- 
sent an overview of all the special ed programs of- 
fered in town. 

Mrs. Barry said, “PAC has been in existence for 
quite some time. In a community that services 
over 800 children in some capacity of special 
education, there is a need for some kind of ad- 
visory council. 

“We are now reorganizing to promote public 
awareness and understanding for parents that 
have children in special ed or parents that would 
like more information on special ed services and 
Programs available in Agawam.” 

This year, Mrs. Barry and Jean Wiernasz are co- 
chairing PAC. Debra Curtis is serving as PAC 
secretary, and Patricia DeLuca is treasurer. 
School Committee Vice-Chairwoman Susan Pet- 
tazzoni and members Louise David and Louis 
Massoia serve on the school board’s subcommit- 
tee for special education. 

‘‘...Demanding Excellence In Education...” 

Mrs. Barry said, ‘Parents are finally coming out 
and demanding excellence in education for their 
children. When PAC discussed goals and objec- 
tives for the remainder of this year, we decided we 
needed a baseline of what is available in our com- 
munity. 

“We asked what is a core, what are the pro- 
totypes, and how does achild come to be referred 
to Chapter 766.” 

Dr. Brosnan plans to overview all of this infor- 
mation during the March 17th meeting, according 
to Mrs. Barry. She added, ‘One of the ideas | 
presented to the School Committee in September 
was that they have a panel to discuss special 
education in town. I’m trying to take this initiative 
as a first step toward that goal.” i 

She noted, “| want people to have this informa- 
tion and PAC as a resource. If you have a child in 
school that presently does not receive special ed, 
you might think your child will never require cer- 
tain programs. But, as | discovered, you may need 
' special education a.few years down the road.” 

Although Mrs. Barry concedes that the Early 
Childhood Program (ECP) has prompted much 
debate over special ed recently, she said, ‘‘There 
has been a wide array of parents at our meetings, 
and this is not a result of the ECP.” 

She added, “Special education has been on the 
front burner for a lot of issues in town. But, | really 
want to promote PAC as a way of bridging the gap 
between special ed and regular education. 

“All our children end up coming together in the 
big world, and it is most important that we have as 
much understanding as possible about their 
education to that goal,’ she concluded.

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Ms. McSweeney said that the format will be 
taught during the physical education slot. At 
Agawam High School, it will consist of four 
lessons over the two-week period. 

She said the first lesson would set guidelines 
for the classroom and review questions for a pre- 
test. Lesson two would discuss definitions, 
vocabulary, transmission of the diseases, and ex- 
plain the disease. 

The third lesson would present the video 
previewed by parents entitled “Tt Couldn’t Happen 
To Me’’ by the Massachusetts Department of 
Education, followed by a discussion. The last 
lesson would discuss prevention, protected sex, 
and abstinence. 

Statistics On AIDS 

Ms. McSweeney quoted statistics, saying, 
“AIDS is the sixth leading cause of death among 
teens andis up to about 62 percent in the last two 
years. The latency period of the HIV virus can be 
up to 10 years. 

“As of January 1st, 1993, there were 5,541 
reported cases of AIDS in Massachusetts and 
35,000 estimated cases of HIV. We did not create 
the statistics, but they justify the reasons for this 
program.” 

She added, “We will talk about protected sex 
with the use of spermicides and condoms, but we 
will also explain that there is only about a 60- to 
80-percent effectiveness. We will stress 
abstinence. But, to ignore the statistics (showing 
60 to 70 percent of high school juniors and 
seniors across Massachusetts are sexually ac- 
tive) would be an injustice.” 

High school students will also be told where 
they can go to have a blood test done if they 
suspect they are in trouble. “We will ask students 
to fill out an evaluation form at the end of the 
lessons,” said Ms. McSweeney. 

The video for fifth and sixth graders will be 
shown in single sex units (all boys or all girls) and 
mentioned “safe sex.” 

Parent Steve Duplessis felt that Middle School 
students would be introduced to ‘something they 
have no concept of,” and blamed AIDS on 
society's promiscuous behavior. He said he did 
not approve of teaching children about AIDS 
beginning in kindergarten, although his son ac- 
companied Duplessis and his wife to the evening 
preview. 

Granger Elementary School Principal Phyllis 
Lewis said, ‘We will give students the facts to 
deal with HIV and AIDS. We don’t have to get 
graphic. In fact, the program instructors are 
taught not to become involved on the moral 
issues. Parents are responsible for making the 
value judgements, not the educators.” 

Seven Parents Haven’t Given Permission 

Only seven parents have not given permission 
for their children to participate in the AIDS Educa- 
tion Program at presstime. Ms. McSweeney has 
brought this before the School Committee three 
times since September, and it has been highly 
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publicized in local newspapers. All parents receiv- 
ed a permission slip through their children. 

Parent James Moran (an employee of Protocare 
in Springfield, which offers home care therapy) 
said the facts in the videos were accurate. 

He said, ‘In 1990, | treated about 120 HIV- 

ositive and AIDS patients per month. We do 
er all the body fluids—including tears and 
saliva—can carry the HIV virus, but there is not 
enough to transmit the disease in those fluids. 
The virus is very fragile and cannot live outside 
the body.” po ae 

The virus was first identified in 1981. Moran ad- 
ded, “Since 1985, all our blood supply (for transfu- 
sions) is first tested for the disease. Every 13 
minutes somebody in the United States alone has 
contracted the HIV virus. Now, when you get any 
of the infections (such as PCP pneumonia), you 
are classified as having AIDS. 

“But, because of the successful treatment with 
sulfur-based antibiotics, | only treat about 70 
cases per month now.” 

Ms. McSweeney introduced volunteer ad- 
ministrators, teachers, nurses, and teacher-aides 
in the public school system that were trained by 
Dr. Jerry Davoli (AIDS/Health Education Consul- 
tant for the Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion) during three in-service (three-hour) sessions 
to teach the AIDS curriculum. 

She told parents that every building had a train- 
ed individual, and that next year’s curriculum 
would incorporate this program. 

AIDS Awareness In Seventh Grade Health Class 

She also explained that the mandatory one-half 
year, seventh grade health class discussed AIDS 
awareness as a follow-up from the Middie School 
program to the Junior High. 

She noted, “Kindergarten through grade four 
will be taught in mixed groups because it is so 
basic.” The elementary film deals with hygiene, 
blood, and having somone in your life with AIDS. 

That film was maae by a group of doctors 
known as the Pediatric AIDS Foundation and 
focuses on a series of questions from children 
ages five to nine years-old. 

Former basketball professional Magic Johnson 
opens this video by telling children to listen 
carefully because ‘‘I thought it couldn't happen to 
me; I don’t want it to happen to you.”’ 

The Middle School portion of the program 
specifies the three ways to get HIV: contaminated 
blood, sex, and a pregnant mother infected with 
HIV passing it on to her unborn child. It also ex- 
plains that AIDS cannot be transmitted through 
“casual contact.” 

A 12-minute video presented by a group of 
social.workers known as Human Relationship Inc. 
for Middle School Students said that kids with 
AIDS actually should be more afraid of “us” than 
we are of them (because their immune systems 
down and we have so many germs that can'spread 
diseases). 

Mrs. Lewis said, “A public school is open to all 
of our children. We have to teach ourselves and 
our children the reality that anyone may be HIV 
positive. We may not know it, but we have to deal 
with it as though any child is infected.”

Elementary Teachers 
Hear In-Service Lecture 
On Chemistry Kits

Edward Fitzgerald, director of Chemical 
Laboratories at Mount. Holyoke College, held a 
workshop for Agawam elementary school science 
teachers during an in-service presentation in 
February. 

Fitzgerald brought some of the hands-on 
chemistry kits available for loan to élementary 
teachers so that teachers could experience, first- 
hand, the types of experimentation students 


would be performing in their classes. 


He told us that this program began about three 
years with a $5,000 grant from the Dreyfus 
Foundation. - 

There are six different types of kits available, 
and safety glasses are provided with each kit. Kits 
can be obtained from Mount Holyoke College in 
South Hadley by completing a one-page question- 
naire, and there is no charge for the two-week 
loan period. Usually, one kit per teacher is 
distributed. 

The kits allow elementary students to obtain 
the same results as the teachers did during the 
workshop for polymers, acid/bases, crystals, 
chromatography, determination of percent sugar 
in gum, and rocks, said Fitzgerald.

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State Education Reform Debate... 
Mrs. Kozloski Lone Dissenter On 
Mayor’s Resolution Opposing Bill

School Committee member Teresa Kozloski 
was the sole dissenter in a vote to send a School 
Committee resolution to oppose the House of 
Representatives Education Reform to State Rep. 
Michael P. Walsh and State Senator Linda J. 
Melconian. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson asked the 
School Committee to approve the same resolu- 
tion he presented the prior week to the Town 
Council (which passed unanimously) because he 
felt local legislators must be made accountable. 

He said, ‘The act blatantly circumvents the pro- 
visions of Proposition 242, which was voted on by 
the people.” He sought discussion from other 
members regarding the bill. 

Louise David, Linda Galarneau, Susan Pettaz- 
zoni, and Roberta Doering all spoke about their 
reservations and concerns over the bill, citing 
vague statements from the state on the financial 
aspects with heavy responsibility at the local 
level. 


In dissent, Mrs. Kozloski stated what she felt 
were positive points of the bill and her reasons for 
opposing the resolution. She said, “The State 
Board of Education will set high standards in core 
subject areas, and students will be accountable 
to meet these high standards.” 

She added, ‘‘By grade 10, students will be given 
an initial mastery test and may then achieve cer- 
tificates of advanced mastery or occupational 
proficiency certificates by attending vocational 
schools.” 


Next, Mrs. Kozloski noted that every year town 
schools will be assessed based on the achieve- 
ments of students in grades four, eight, and 10. 

“This will insure that our curriculum is con- 
tinually revised and upgraded,” she said. 

“The Early Childhood Program will be expand- 
ed; teacher certification will have to be renewed 
every five years; and teachers will be encouraged 
to get an advanced degree. 

“Our School Committee still has the right to 
hire all school personnel, but the focus will be to 
set up a School Council to work with the 
principal,” she said. 

Creation Of A Loan Repayment Program 

Mrs. Kozloski stated, ‘This bill creates a loan 
repayment program for outstanding students who 
enter the teaching profession, and there is a provi- 
sion in this bill that focuses on the needs of non- 
college bound students.” 


She noted, “The bill will establish a statewide 
education on-line that will integrate new 


‘technology and new materials through a data- 
base. 


She added, ‘“‘We have to keep in mind that this 
bill is trying to bring about equality for all children 
within the state. The foundation budget will 
guarantee adequate school spending for each 
child in classes that have reasonable size, in 
school buildings that are adequately maintained, 
with books, adequate computer equipment, and 
to increase programs for professional develop- 
ment.” ; 

Mrs. Kozloski noted that state aid came in four 
categories: 1) base aid which is the same amount 
the community receives the prior year; 2) 
minimum education aid to help schools cope with 
rising costs; 3) the foundation aid to help school 
districts spending below the foundation budget 
increase spending to the desired level; and 4) the 
equity aid to provide fairness between com- 
munities. 

She said, ‘‘The state is committed to spending 
$1.3 billion in the next seven years. If they should 
renege, Agawam will be relieved of its re- 
quirements under the bill.” 

Public Funds Would Be Used For Charter Schools 

The only negative point Mrs. Kozloski stated 
was that public funds would be used for charter 
schools. She stated, “Although these schools 
would be subject to regulation by the State Board 
of Education, they would still be private schools 
paid by public funds, and | think it would be un- 
constitutional.” 

She concluded, “I believe we need this change 
of school reform in Agawam and Massachusetts, 
and | believe this bill is the impetus to get that 
change.” 

Johnson addressed Mrs. Kozloski’s comments 
directly, strongly refuting that this bill contains 
any core subject standards (or goals for what a 
teacher must do to be recertified every five years). 

He said, ‘It merely states that the board will set 
them. This bill does not contain anything that will 
improve education other than a promise that it is 
going to be done in the future.” 

He stated, “Let’s look for rea! reform and for 
getting the state to dedicate funds for education 
and improving the requirements for teacher cer- 
tification—not leave them for legislators to come 
up with.” 

The resolution passed by a 6-1 vote of approval.

Fitzgerald noted that the most popular of the 
kits involves the making of polymers. He said, 
“Polymers kits can be taken home to make slime 
or silly putty.” 

Crystal Kits And Chromatography 

The crystal kits contain beakers and hot plates 
which are used to make things crystallize. 
Teachers were allowed to make crystals and do 
chromatography during the workshop. , 

Chromatography is a process in which a 
chemical mixture carried by a liquid or gas is 
separated into components as a result of differen- 
tial distribution of the solutes (as they flow 
around or over a Stationary liquid or solid phase). 

The acid/bases kit was an enjoyable experimen- 
tation in determining the ph of various household 
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substances. The rock kit was not brought to the 
workshop. 

Fitzgerald said, “There is not as much hands-on 
as | would like in the rocks kit.” The students 
observe samples ranging from the soft mineral of 
talc (which can be ground down to make taicum 
powder) to a much harder substance on a hard- 
ness scale of 1 to 7. 

He added, “We also have natural ores such as 
iron and lead.” 

About once a year, Fitzgerald said he conducts 
a one-day workshop in association with the Five 
College Partnership, which includes Umass- 
Amherst, Smith, Hampshire, Amherst, and Mount 
Holyoke Colleges. He noted that coordinator 
Mary-Alice Wilson sends out a monthly newsletter 
which lists “all kinds of activities going on in the 
five colleges’ area.”

Pittsfield Easy Prey 
For Brownie Girls 
In 69-50 Win

Agawam High girls’ basketball coach Lou Con- 
te's playoff chores seemed much the same as his 
regular season trek when the Brownies opened 
playoff action last Saturday night. 

Conte’s job was to take a talented squad onto 
the floor against woefully weak opposition and try 
to get his team a good workout in front of a sellout 


crowd. 
No Problem In This One 

And that was the case as AHS easily dismantl- 
ed Pittsfield High, 69-50 in quarterfinal action. 

The Brownies showed all the qualities that-have 
brought them to this 19-2 record as they prepare 
for a huge semifinal showdown with defending 
Western Mass. Division | champ Northampton 
High at presstime. This game took place at The 
Cage on the grounds of UMass-Amherst. The two 
teams split during the regular season. 

The locals could have easily held this club 
under the 30-point barrier, but Conte had to be the 
gentleman that he’s always been. He cleared his 
bench early in an attempt to not embarrass his 
hard-working opponents. 

AHS never trailed in this one. It broke from a 4-4 
tie early and showed the Generals what life might 
be like if they had two frontline performers like 
Kim Trudel and Cyndi Stone. 

These two did whatever they wanted, whenever 
they wanted, all night long. The two big guns 
mangled their way for a combined 34 points in the 
first half. Trudel would ultimately lead the way 
with 25 and Stone checked in with 20. 

Neither girl scored a point after Trudel’s coast- 
to-coast trip with 10 minutes left in the game that 
gave AHS a 55-19 bulge. 

It was another milestone for Trudel. She scored 
her 1,280th point in the first half. This gave her the 
all-time (boys and girls) scoring record at the 
school. The record had stood intact since the 
mid-1980's by Sam Provo. ; 

AHS led it 10-7 with 11:38 left to play in the first 
half after Marissa Mendosa converted a conven- 
tional three point play for the Pittsfield club. The 
undersized Generals came out looking to battle 
and they had their faithful following believing it 
could be a competitive game. 

Trudel & Stone At Work 

The Pittsfield fandom might have noticed that 
Trudel and Stone had scored Agawam’s first eight 
points (with ease) inside. Then Laura Bielitz kept 
the defense honest by stepping to her spot on 
right wing and nailing a 17-footer. 

That 10-7 lead quickly became 23-7 as senior 
Stephanie Mason continued her devastating point 
guard work by lgniting a 13-0 blitz. Trudel got over 
the top on a pass from Stone to get the run 
started. And then Trudel converted a Mason mid- 
court steal for two more. 

Kristen Schmaelzle rebounded one home and 
Mason scored the next bucket by cutting 
(backdoor) to accept a Bielitz pass. Pittsfield went 
to a timeout but it didn’t stem the tide. The 
floodgates were wide open now. 

Trudel nailed a 15-footer from the right side of 
the charity stripe. Then Mason. blistered a one- 
handed pass on Stone’s hand to earn her a bunny 
and a trip to the line. 

Laura Flynn got a hoop on the left side of a fast 
break for Pittsfield to cut the lead to 23-9. Stone 
and Trudel answered with one each of their own 
for a 27-9 lead with 5:15 to go in the half. 

The teams traded baskets from there to end the 
half. The Brownies left the court looking at a 40-18 
advantage. 

They returned with another big rush and posted 
seven more on the scoreboard (hoops by Trudel, 
Bielitz, and Schmaelizle). Stone added one of two 
free throws for a 47-18 lead. Mendosa hit a free 
throw to interrupt the run. But Agawam was right 
back with eight more in succession for that 55-19. 

It would peak again at 61-25 when Bielitz drop- 
ped another bomb on the Generals. And that’s 
when Pittsfield set about shaving the lead a bit. 
Conte ran everybody on the bench out there for a 
little showtime in front of the full house. The 
formerly bricklaying Generals started to hit the in- 
side of the twine a little bit more reguarly. 

The Generals dropped three trifectas against a 
passive Brownie zone. Then Mendosa had an Air 
Jordan treat forthe crowd during garbage time. 
She poured in nine points in just two minutes of 
playing time as the clock mercifully wound down.

Wanted To Play Amherst 

The Hurricanes had dropped AHS in a double 
overtime battle in Amherst earlier in the season. 
And Martin had repeatedly stated that “Agawam 
was a much better team.” He pulled no punches 
on the matter and was anxious for a possible 
rematch. He got his wish and his troops respond- 
ed. 

Agawam played a super basketball game from 
a technical standpoint. It withstood everythin 
the Hurricanes had to offer en route to a 67-5: 
decision in front of a full house last Saturday 
night at Clifford B. Kibbe Gym. 

he Brownies got a super-sensational 21 first 
half points from senior swingman Jason 
Blackburn. The hosts built at 39-26 lead at the 
break and then accepted the challenge of the Hur- 
ticanes in the second half. The Brownies got 
some gutty and gritty work from second team 
point guard Nathan Wooley to win the game going 
away. 

Martin thought ‘fa physical game” would give 
his team a better chance to win. So he sent 
Wooley and Tommy Briggs onto the court to start 
the ballgame and set the tone for AHS. 

With Mike Knodler and Wooley in the backcourt 
playing chest-to-chest defense, the Amherst team 
and crowd called ‘‘foul” for most of the early go- 
ing.

He hit two of three free 
throws after getting fouled in three point land; he 
converted his own steal for another deuce; he 
burned the cords for a three and then hit two free 
pews which resulted from a Jamahl Jackson 
oul. 

Still, AHS led it by just 9-7 at the time. 

Brendon Gallagher scored the next bucket for 
the Brownies by popping in a five-footer off an in- 
bounds pass from Blackburn.

Finally, Amherst had an answer. And plenty of 
them. It would all start with a banked three- 
pointer from Jackson.

The spree would include a 24-8 burst that trim- 
med the AHS lead to 53-50 with 6:28 to play.

Blackburn finished with 25 points and 
Gallagher checked in with 19 to lead AHS. Stan- 
ton had 16 to lead Amherst.

A large contingent of Brownie fans made the 
two-hour trip to Marshfield and set up their head- 
quarters in nearby Plymouth. Five of the wrestlers 
earned a top-five finish in the state tournament, 
and three of them qualified to compete in the New 
England championships in Chelmsford this up- 
coming weekend. 

Nick Langone grabbed his second straight 
state championship at 189 pounds as Nicky per- 
formed his one-man wrecking ball act all weekend 
long, earning three pins and a solid 2-0 victory in 
the Finals against Nick Christakis of champion 
Billerica. 

Nick earned 28 team points along the way to 
lead the team, which scored 102 points for the 
weekend. Those 102 points would have won the 
state title last season. This year, Billerica earned 
the championship by outscoring Lowell, 
132.5-132. How they must hurt in Lowell this week, 
but the Brownie faithful know all about that. 

As a matter of fact, Lowell had two chances to 
win the title in the middle weight classes in the 
Finals, but dropped both matches. That is nearlya 
carbon copy of how Agawam fell in 1991 when 
they had two Finals competitors and came away 
empty, losing to Randolph High in the process. 

Coach Phil Tomkiel couldn’t stop talking about 
the performance of heavyweight Mark DaSilva at 
the states: “He was incredible. | was so proud of 
him, and he knew how well he wrestled when the 
entire crowd got up and saluted him and his oppo- 
nent after a draining semi-final match.” 

_DaSilva waited in the wings for two seasons as 
big George Ghareeb held down the heavyweight 
slot prior to his graduation a year ago. This 
season, DaSilva has grown into one of the best 
heavyweights around. He barrelled to a third- 
place finish in the States and will be a major fac- 
tor this weekend in Chelmsford. 

The 215-pound heavyweight (undersized by 
most standards) showed his grit and guile all 
weekend, and he pinned his first two opponents 
to earn a berth in the semi-finals. 


Paid A Large Price? 

As anyone will attest, there is no quit in that 
family and Mark may have paid a large price for 
his aggressiveness in the semi-finals. Leading 5-2 
against the eventual champion, he tried to get 
another takedown and he was taken to his back 
by a bear hug. 

He reversed the kid near the buzzer to tie the 
score at 7-7, but he dropped a 9-7 decision in over- 
time and had to battle all the way back for third. 
He beat the top seed in the state 9-8 in the third- 
place match and did himself very proud out there. 


Chad Saliba was another story. He motored 
through the first two opponents in the 171-pound 
division and then ran into a defending state cham- 
pion buzzsaw from Waltham in the semi-finals. He 
dropped that match but kept his head up and also 
wrestled back for third. 

He pounded his way into the medal round and 
then got some revenge against Springfield Cen- 
tral’s Tim Weatherbe. by outlasting the talented 
Golden Eagle 3-1 in the third-place match. 
Weatherbe had beaten Chad in the dual meet and 
also in the Western Mass finals prior to this 
meeting. 

Kevin Willard had almost the identical tourna- 
ment as Saliba. He whizzed through the prelims 
and the quarterfinals with powerful precision 
before running into an eventual champion from 
Chelmsford. 

In against the 36-0 little powerpack, Willard 
gave it his all but couldn’t get the job done. He fell 
in his next match, too, but won a 3-2 decision to 
capture fifth place. 


Mike DaSilva earned the top seed in the state at 
160 pounds and pinned his way into the semi- 
finals. The flexible kid with the huge heart was 
trailing by big margins in each of his first two mat- 
ches, but came back and got the sticks on both 
occasions. 

He lost a key match to a Lowell wrestler in the 
semi-finals and would eventually get fifth when 
Cathedral’s Angel Alban had to default in that 
one. 

Shawn Rising earned his team five points witha 
win in the prelims and a pin in the consolations. 
The 125-pound senior got upset in the quarter- 
finals by a quicker kid from Shawsheen and was 
forced to go the long way on the bottom to place 
in the tournament. He pinned his opponent easily 
in the first round underneath, but lost his next 
match and was eliminated. 


Chad Boucher made his large contingent proud 
with a fine job at the tourney. The 103-pounder 
mashed his way to a 19-6 major decision win in 
the tourney’s first match and then faced the even- 
tual champion in the quarters. He hung in there 
tough for two periods before dropping a major 
decision.

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Ludlow Escapes AHS Hockey 
With Late Third-Period Surge

They certainly didn’t go quietly into that cold night. The Agawam High 
hockey team finished its season last Thursday night by bowing to top- 
a. Ludlow, 5-3 in a thriller at Orr Rink on the campus of Amherst Col- 
ege. 

he quarterfinal loss in the Western Mass. Division III tournament had to 
a bitter pill for the kids to swallow. They skated up and down the ice with 
the tourney’s top dog all night long and never folded their tent in the pro- 
cess. 

The Brownies never led in the game. They battled back from one goal 
deficits on three occasions to force a tension-packed third period where 
they finally cracked in the final four minutes. 

Third Period Began Deadlocked 

AHS has traditionally been a late-game heroics type of team this season 
ac : looked like it had set up the Lions nicely by entering period three tied 
at 3-3. 

The Brownies survived five minutes of total Ludlow pressure midway in 
the period and actually took the play to the Lions as the game entered 
crunch time. The killer came on a failure to clear the defensive zone with 
3:58 to play. : 

AHS had two kids pinned in along the left dasher and the defenseman in 
the fray tried to clear it up the boards to relieve the pressure. The puck hit a 
Skate and Brian Walz grabbed it for the Lions just inside the blue line. 

He knew exactly what he was going to do. He headed straight for the slot 
and pulled up and fired, from 15 feet.

They 
iced it with a rink-long empty netter with six seconds to play. 

Neither team came out especially crisp in this one. The Brownies nearly 
caught the Lions up ice when Kevin Ghareeb flipped one out of the defen- 
sive zone. Turgeon got ahead of the pack chasing down the puck. The Lions 
goalkeeper got out just in time to beat the Brownie speedster to the puck 
and clear it out of harm’s way. 

Dave Zielinski was next to give AHS a chance. He deeked a defenseman 
beyond the end line and centered one to a cutting Dan Moriarty in the slot. 
He hit the backhand side of Moriarty’s stick. But Dan couldn’t collect and 
the opportunity went wasted. 

Ludlow played the body well throughout the contest and tried to get the 
Brownies caught in that type of action. As the game wore on, AHS played 
better and better and seemed to be carrying the play. 

Still, the Lions were the first to light the lamp. Brian Walz and a team- 
mate blazed up the ice for a two-one-none chance. Walz beat Montessi for 
the go-ahead score at 6:58. 

Jason Biagetti looked for the equalizer on twostraight shots off a faceoff 
in the Ludlow zone, and Ghareeb nailed one in from the left point. Brandon 
Parelli and Eric Mastroianni nearly combined on another occasion, but the 
Brownies were just off target in the early going. 

Montessi kept it close by stoning a kid from 15 feet out (dead in front) 
and the horn sounded to end the first period with Ludlow up, 1-0. ~ 

Twenty-five seconds into the second period, Parelli teed one up from the 
left point and it was blocked by a sliding defensemen. Parelli moved a step 
to his left, collected the disc, and fired again. Zielinski redirected the puck 
to Mastroianni who didn’t miss from right on the doorstep and the 
Brownies tied it at 1-1.

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Board To Consider 
Reducing Creel Limits 


A proposal has been put forth to decrease the 
number of trout in the daily creel to three trout per 
day (except as otherwise noted). The proposal 
would reflect the changes in fish rearing in- 
stituted over past six years and would simplify 
state fisheries regulations. 

The Division of Fisheries has a. policy now in ef- 
fect that they are stocking many fish six inches or 
less (to releasing fewer but larger fish). | have yet 
to catch a six inch trout, except in beaver im- 
poundments. 

Usually the trout caught in our ponds and lakes 
run from nine plus to .12 inches. The limit is six 
fish a day. | don’t know where the division has 
planted six inch, unless it was down in the 
eastern part of the state. There they load some 
brooks with the small fish because the streams 


dry up (almost) over the fishing season. 


Tell It Like It Is 

Using the argument that anglers were taking 12 
fish limits and leaving none for the later-in-the- 
year fishermen is far-fetched. Just come out and 
tell it like it is. 

The division is stocking larger but fewer fish for 
the license holder. They figure that a fisherman 
doesn’t need to have a six-fish limit. Ellie Horwitz, 
chief of Information and Education, comments 
that by reducing the limit to-three trout per day, 
the division can spread the recreational oppor- 
tunity among anglers and over time. 

That is one way to look at it. | think that the divi- 
sion’s real reason is the loss of over $500,000 
because of less fishing license sales this past 
year. It is only natural that they have to cut down 
to ease this blow. What is more convenient that by 
cutting down trout daily creel limits to cover up 
the cut down in trout production. 
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A few years ago the board listened to people in 
the division by touting a 12-month fishing season, 
thereby eliminating the Opening Day excitement. 
The season was only closed for one month so that 
the stocking of the streams and ponds could be 
done without a parade of greedy trout fishermen 
following the trucks. 4 

The stocking crews were pressed for meeting a 
schedule. So what if a few ponds were not stock- 
ed by open day, a notice to that effect could have 
been given to the press. The crews are stocking 
through the ice at present, so | fail to see why the 
stocking of the majority of fish allowed for Open- 
ing Day cannot be met. 

The sad part of the whole scenario is that that 
opponents of the 12-month fishing season 
predicted that the license sales would take a drop 
over a period of time as the fervor of fishing 
decreased. This includes the head of the 
household as well as the children who were 
motivating their dads to take them fishing on 
Opening Day. 

Somebody has to open the division’s eyes to 
what is going on outside their little circle. The 
$500,000 not only hurts their operation but it is a 
big loss to the people that have purchased 
licenses and are SERVED by the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. 

An additional trout management proposal has 
been suggested. This would identify 10 pounds as 
a special brown trout management ponds. Limits 
at these ponds, all of which are known to hold 
trophy-size browns, would be one brown trout per 
day, with a minimum size of 15 inches. 

Ponds suggested for this designation are: 
WESTERN DISTRICT: Onota Lake, Pittsfield; 
Laurel Lake, Lee; Goose Pond, Tyringham. 

CONNECTICUT VALLEY DISTRICT: Lake Mat- 
tawa, Orange. CENTRAL DISTRICT: Lake Quin- 
sigamond, Worcester; Sound Pond, Brookfield; 
NORTHEAST DISTRICT: White Pond, Concord. 
SOUTHEAST DISTRICT: Long Pond, Plymouth; 
Gull Pond, Wellfleet; Cliff Road, Brewster.

Often, the 
team looks to a “go-to” guy or a set that has a 
double or triple option (i.e. “Player A is to look in- 
side for the layup or throw it out to three point ter- 
ritory for the open jumper”). Coaches can make 
changes in his troops and he can play a chess 
match with the other bench boss. 

These often create wildly exciting game 
finishes and the coach that can get the ball into 
the hands of the proper guy at the proper time can 
sleep soundly that night. Like | said, it is a 
wonderful game. 

Still, it’s a game where generally the tallest, 
fastest, and most talented team wins most of the 
time.

In baseball, it doesn’t matter what you look like. 
Sure, there are probably guidelines and 
preferences as to what a second baseman should 
look like and what a third baseman should ac- 
complish, etc. But, in the end game, it seems to be 
the sport where the oddest sized individuals can 
compete at just as high a level as someone in 
another height and weight bracket. 4 

In any given basketball or football game, it is 
probably going to be won by a graceful wide 
receiver or strong-armed quarterback. Granted, 
quarterbacks have ranged from physiques like 
George Blanda and Sonny Jorgenson, to perfect 
specimens like Jim Kelly and Troy Aikman. Peo- 
ple tend to identify with that position more than 
any other in the sport. 

With linemen growing at an alarming rate, the 
quarterbacks almost have to be well over six feet 
tall to be effective. They can’t hit a target that they 
can’t see. Why do you think Doug Flutie had to 
scramble all the time? 

Little Vs. Big Doesn’t Matter 

In baseball, Freddie Patek could dig in against 
Randy Johnson and nobody would figure it was a 
mismatch. Anybody with a bat’ in their hand is 
dangerous, right? Baseball managers can run a 
pinch-hitter there in a given situation. But he has 
to do it with a large measure of finality. The batter 
who is lifted is done for the duration of the game. 
There are no situation substitutions. 

Sure, baseball managers have always put their 
best hitters towards the top of the lineup (in an at- 
tempt to set that “game situation’’). But there is 
absolutely no telling if the game is going to be on 
the line from the number one spot in the lineup or 
number eight. 

Any one of the nine guys can win or lose the 
game offensively or defensively on a given night. 
It’s not as if you can only put “your top five free 
throws shooters out there.” How many times over 
the years has an ordinary and innoculous 
baseball player been in the spotlight that he could 
have never even dreamed? Francisco Cabrera. Al 
Weis. Bucky Dent. 

Detractors talk about the “lack of action” dur- 
ing a game of baseball. Oh, I’ll give you that. A 
beautifully orchestrated play in football or basket- 
ball is wonderful. I’ll leave my feet in one second 
to applaud and tell all my friends about it later. 
But, in baseball, there might be a guy running 
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out an inside-the-park homer or throwing a guy 
Out from the hole at short or climbing a wall to 
Ms a great catch. And It can happen at any mo- 
ment. 

A steal of home or a great reach-back tag by the 
catcher or second baseman. A curveball that 
freezes the hitter on 2-and-2. An argument with an 
umpire on a bang-bang play. A pop-up lost in the 
sun. Two fielders coming together on a liner in the 
gap. 

The individual sports and the accomplishments 
that they bring are amazing, too. A hole-in-one in 
golf; an ace in tennis; a super quick.takedown in 
wrestling. They can all make you howl with 
delight. 

But for many of us, these moves and great feats 
have never been part of our past. We can ap- 
preclate them but we can’t readily identify with 

em. 

In other team sports have you ever stuffed a 
basketball or throw a football 60 yards in the air? 
Each Sports Has Merits 

Each sport has its merits and everyone is 
welcome to their opinion. But baseball is such a 
mind game along with the talent. In basketball, a 
power forward has to be a certain size and have 
measurable power and instincts..A nice shooting 
touch doesn’t hurt. A two guard has to be able to 
bury the 18-footer. A point guard has to be able to 
handle the press. The quick forward has to be able 
to take you “off the dribble.” 

Baseball players can have defensive deficien- 
cies, sub-par power, a weak arm, and be slow 
afoot. But if he can smack a curve or catch-up 
with anybody’s heater, they'll find a spot for him. 
(It is rather unfortunate that the designated hitter 
serves this role these days. But in the old days, 
that fellow would be stationed in leftfield with a 
speedy centerfielder to complement him. Or, he 
might be parked at first base with his manager in 
the dugout with his fingers crossed.) 


Wade Boggs comes to mind in this argument. 
He couldn’t run and he had to learn to field better. 
He had a great arm and hit singles and doubles to 
the tune of a .350 lifetime average. He had a great 
eye at the plate and got on base almost 400 times 
a year. 

But there are people who wanted to change him 
into a different player! You can’t do that. You 
might want him to do it, but in baseball, everybody 
contributes in their own special way. 

I can’t imagine Eddie Gaedel playing any other 
sport besides baseball. He was just a pawn in the 
ultimate chess match. And there are going to be 
about a zillion of those matches played this sum- 
mer at every conceivable level and | can’t wait... .
